REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art cited herein below and otherwise known to the examiner discloses adding a 
sorbitan fatty acid ester or polyoxyethylene sorbitan fatty acid ester to a composition comprising 
a urethane acrylate. The instantly claimed invention is distinguished from the prior art in that 
applicant claims a composition comprising urethane acrylate oligomer derived from a mixture of 
polyol copolymer and sorbitan fatty acid ester or polyoxyethylene sorbitan fatty acid ester 
reacted with a polyisocyanate and a hydroxyl(meth)acrylate. 

The following references are cited for teaching addition of sorbitan fatty acid esters to 
urethane acrylate compositions as emulsifiers, surfactants or lubricant: US 7,233,378 and US 
2006/0207644 and US 2008/01 18656 Al. The following references are cited for teaching 
urethane acrylate compositions having antistatic properties wherein sorbitan fatty acid esters are 
not employed: US 5,703,139 and 4,623,594.
